original claims as filed on 9/29/00. Furthermore, applicant asserts that claim 14 has been 
amended. However, no amendment is shown in the mark up copy. The applicant should 
underline newly added features and [box] features that are deleted. Lining through features to be 
deleted is not appropriate. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS fi-om the mailing date 
of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to 
avoid abandonment.
